RIN and other rail passenger supporters have failed to come to grips with the 
biggest single problem facing Amtrak: extremely high labor costs due to archaic 
work rules. The public must demand that Congress act to force changes in the 19! 
Century work rules still in use on the railroads of the U.S, 

Under present labor agreements, engineers and firemen receive one day's pay for 
each 100 miles they work, while brakemen and conductors receive one day's pay for 
each 150 miles. For example, on the SAN JOAQUIN an operating crew consisting of 
engineer, fireman, brakeman and conductor receives a total of about 12 days’ pay 
for each 6$-hr run. Eliminating the crew change at Port Chicago where the train 
switches from SP to Santa Fe would eliminate about two person-days' pay, but would 
still pay the engine crew 3 days' pay each for one day's work, and the train crew 
2 days' pay each. Since the road crew is not permitted to do switching, another 
crew must be paid to turn the train at each end of the line. Logically, a single 
crew should run the SAN JOAQUIN end to end and turn the train, which would give 
each crewman about an 8-hour day, for which he would receive a day's pay. Since 
ali labor costs for passenger service on the private railroads are passed on to 
Antrak, there is no incentive for railroad managements to try to reform work rules 
for passenger trains. 

It is imperative that Amtrak management and rail passenger supporters present to 
Congress arguments and information on the effects and costs of present inflationary 
work rules, and the potential savings on each train if work rules were reformed,

AMTRAK GETS A CHIEF OPERATING OFFICER 


Amtrak's long search for a Chief Operating Officer ended on Jan 25 when its 
Board of Directors approved the appointment of Martin Garelick as Executive Vice 
President and Chief Operating Officer, effective Feb 1. Marty Garelick, 53, is 
presently Vice President - Operations for the Milwaukee Road, which railroad he 
has been with since 1947. He will have the task of coordinating the work of the 
Northeast Corridor, National Operations, Operations Support, and Marketing. He 
will also be responsible for Mechanical, Engineering, Police and Security, and 
Safety. Amtrak President Paul Reistrup said that it was a novel break with rail 
road tradition to place all these responsibilities upon one operating officer. 
Analysts view the move as one designed to tie together a number of varied Amtrak 
functions that have in the past often been discoordinated. The search for a chief 
operating man came to a head in the winter of 1976-77 when Amtrak operations began 
to disintegrate under the pressures of the severe winter and the stringent operat. 
ing restrictions placed upon the bulk of Amtrak's long distance locomotives be- 
cause of alleged safety problems. Garelick will report directly to Mr. Reistrup. 


NEW CARTER BUDGET CUTS AMTRAK AGAIN 


When President Carter's naticnal budget for the fiscal year starting in October 
1978 was revealed on Jan 23, it was learned that once again Amtrak had been cut 
short of the funds it requested. Amtrak had asked for 4613 million for operating 
costs, but Carter offered only $510 million; Amtrak wanted $341 million for capi- 
tal expenditures, while Carter said only $101 million; Amtrak wanted $44 million 
for the Northeast Corridor, while Carter cut that to $24 million. Carter's budget 
did agree to Amtrak's request for $25 million to reduce loans. In total Amtrak's 
request for $1,023,000,000 was cut to $660,000,000--about 2/3 of the request. An 
Awtrak spokesman said that the biggest blow is in capital funding, where less than 
a third of Amtrak's request is being honored. This will not allow Amtrak to go 
ahead with its plan to replace conventional single-level cars on such important 
Eastern trains as the BROADWAY LIMITED and the Florida runs. 


LAKE SHORE LIMITED TO BE RE-EQUIPPED 


Altho Amtrak does not yet know what the Dept. of Transportation's decision on 
the Boston/NY-Chicago LAKE SHORE LIMITED will be (the train's two "experimental" 
years have run out with no word from the DOT on whether it should be granted per- 
manent status), its Board of Directors on Jan 25 went ahead with approval of a 
plan to re-equip the train with modernized cars "subject to the availability of 
funds." Amtrak decided to convert 59 cars and 9 locomotives to all-electric heat- 
ing and air conditioning--along with a heavy overhaul--,the work to be done at 
Amtrak's Beech Grove shop. Nine SDP40F engines will be rebuilt into F4OPHR types, 
and 5 baggage cars, 4 bagedorms, 27 coaches, 6 lounges, 5 diners, 8 sleepers and 
4 slumbercoaches will be rebuilt. The $11.9 million needed for the job is not in 
Amtrak's FY 1978 capital budget, so startup is indefinite. The entire job would

BILEVEL COMMUTER TRAIN on the ICG collided with another in Chicago's downtown 
Van Buren Street station at the height of the evening rush and a severe blizzard 
on Jan 26, Over 300 persons were taken to hospitals, with about 5 believed to be 
seriously injured. A South Chicago train and a Blue Island train were involved. 

FREAK AUTO CRASH halted the BART system for 30 minutes at the morning rush hour 
Jan 23, A speeding auto on Highway 24 west of BART's Lafayette station went out 
of contro) and crashed, and the driver's body was catapulted into the side of the 
5M car of a 10-car train traveling at 7O0mph, knocking off the power-collecting 
device. BART turned off power to the rails while investigating the crash. BART 
plans to run a toll-free day the week of Jan 30 "as a token of appreciation to the 
public" which has recently complained about overloaded and delayed BART trains 
as a result of the AC Transit bus strike. AC Transit drivers voted Jan 27 to end 
the strike which began Nov 21. Buses were to begin full operation Jan 30. 

VALPARAISO COMMUTER LINE has not shut down yet. Conrail said it would continue 
running it until Mar 31 if the Indiana Public g 
Jan 26 that it will resume discussions on means for saving the line. 

SOUTH SHORE LINE, ordered by the ICC to continue running its commuter service 
until Feb 8, said late in January it has no intention of dropping the runs then, 
since progress is being made on efforts to Save the service. 

NEW LRV CAR in Boston's Arlington Street subway station crashed into the rear 
of another subway train about 1:30pm Jan 18, injuring about 20 persons. Facks 
slippery from rain water were speculated to have led to the accident, 


SEPTA TROLLEY CAR struck the rear of another one at an underground Philadelphia 


station Jan 24 in morning rush hour, injuring about 48, none seriously. 


RAIL CANADA 


ESQUIMALT AND NANAIMO Railiner service of CP Rail on Vancouver Island resumed 
on Dec 19 after a 2h-year lapse. The first run was somewhat like a fantrip, with 
the ROC posing on newly-rebuilt trestles for TV and cameramen. However, the gla- 
mour of the event was deadened by the Dec 15 news that the CTC has allowed CP to 
discontinue the newly-reinstated run Jan 31, The provincial government in mid- 
January indicated it would fight for the train up to the Supreme Court, It ap- 
pears likely that the train will be allowed to run while the matter is taken thru 
the courts. Meanwhile, VIA Rail Canada has issued a red, white and blue schedule 
card for the train. 

AMTRAK'S PACIFIC INTERNATIONAL operations in early January were disrupted by a 
strike of bridge tenders on the New Westminster railway bridge over the Fraser 
River, operated by the Canadian federal government, Freight traffic was detoured 
to the Mission Bridge, operated by the railways. CN's SUPER CONTINENTAL terminate 
ed westbound and originated eastbound at Port Mann, south of the river for a few 
days; then used the Mission Bridge to reach Vancouver via CP Rail tracks. 

CP RAIL ANNOUNCED that the 1978 cruise season of the "Princess Patricia" will 
be the last. CP Rail has received several offers to purchase the Alaska cruise 
ship. Reservations for many sailings are "going fast". 

MONT LAURIER-MONTREAL line of CP Rail effective Jan 28 will see one train on 
Sundays of 12 100-passenger coaches fron Montreal to Ste Agath-Labelle sponsored 
by Laurentian Regional Development Council--ski trains. Ste Agath is 69 niles, 
Labelle 106, Mont Laurier 164 from Montreal. 

VIA/DOMINION ATLANTIC is promoting passenger service as never before, observers 
say. Ads are appearing in Nova Scotia newspapers and there was another special 
excursion rate period on Halifax-Kentville-Yarmouth trains from Oct 30-Dec 31,

ON BOARD THE EMPIRE BUILDER

Climb aboard as Glenn Lee ridesthe EMPIRE BUILDER in his fifth annual 


review of Nos, 7-8, which, with Amtrak 
the last of the series. 


Across the street from the dingy Am- 
trak station in Pasco, Washington is a 
bar called ''The Bitter End" which from 


® all appearances provides shelter to those 


expelled from motorcycle gangs for im- 
proper conduct. "The Bitter End" sets 
the pace for the depot area, which is one 
of the few locations in the Tri-Cities 
region where one might feel unsafe on 
the street. It seems to provide a dismal 
Tennessee Williams-type setting for the 


‘decline and current degradation of what 


only a few years ago was one of the finest 
passenger trains in the U.S. 

Pasco had been cold during the week 
after Christmas, with 10 inches of snow, 
and temperatures down to -9° F, and the 
trains were running late from the east 
due to the weather. From the west they 
were late due to rerouting over Milwaukee 
Road's Snoqualmie Pass Line after clos- 
ure of the ex-NP line on Stampede Pass 
because of washouts; and also because of 
locomotive shortages in Seattle. 

On New Year's Day the westbound EM- 
PIRE BUILDER left Pasco at 6:53pm in 
zero weather. As passengers trudged 
down an unswept platform liberally cov- 
ered with snow, large volumes of steam 
emerged from under the cars, and blown 
by the slightest of breezes, created weird 
fantasies as seen under the floodlights 
strung above the tracks. ''This is a scene 
from Dr. Zhivago" said a young lady to 
her escort as she boarded a dome coach, 
en route to a Seattle-area college. 

She was, in my mind, incredibly pro- 
phetic, as two days later when I traveled 
on board the EMPIRE BUILDER to Seat- 
tle, I realized a little bit of what Dr. 
Zhivago must have felt on his wintertime 
train travels in the Soviet Union. 

The EMPIRE BUILDER due 12:51pm at 
Pasco on Jan. 3 had been running over 6 
hours late during the morning, and had 
left Spokane 6hrs 53mins late at 4:53pm. 
I arrived at the depot at 7:15pm in a 
slight freezing rain. Earlier in the day 
I had toyed with the idea of returning to 


funding what it is, could well be 


Seattle via Spokane, taking the HIAWATHA 
from there via Wenatchee to Seattle. I 
was glad that I had not tried, for I dis- 
covered that No. 8, the eastbound train, 
was 8 hours late. This was because No. 
17, the NORTH COAST HIAWATHA due 
in Seattle 7pm on Jan. 2 had arrived 15 
hours late at 10am on Jan. 3, and be- 
cause of tight locomotive rotations, No.8 
was forced to wait for No. 17's engines 
to be serviced and refueled. 

Thus the Pasco depot was crowded, and 
frosted with an air of gloom. In my high 
school days, the only truly positive aspect 
of the depot was an enormous oil painting 
replica of great Indian canoes entitled 
"Off to the Potlatch"; but that one bit of 
color has been long gone. 

At 7:50pm "word" filtered thru the wait- 
ing crowd that No. 7, my train, had been 
delayed about 50 miles north (east) of 
Pasco at Cunningham by a broken rail, 
and also by a broken drawbar in a pre- 
ceeding freight. There was no "word" on 
when we might expect No. 7 to arrive. 

At 8:15pm the waiting crowd was told that 
eastbound No. 8 would arrive 9-9:30pm. 
Soon after, I talked with a couple from 
Hermiston, Oregon, who had driven thru 
the snowy, freezy night to retrieve rela- 
tives from No. 8. This same couple had 
also waited many hours the evening of 
Dec. 27-28 when No. 7, on which they 
were placing relatives, was 14 hours late, 
and they had few kind words for Amtrak. 

I stepped outside in the 20-degree cold 
and soon got more information from a 
freight trainman. He had heard about 
8:45 that No. 7 was delayed by at least 
four broken rails; and that the rails were 
becoming brittle in the very cold weather. 
He also said that BN should slow down 
both the freights and the passenger trains 
to reduce the chance of breaking rails, 
and thus also possible pileups. He said 
this was not being done because "every- 
thing is so late.'' He said this policy 
only meant more broken rails coming up, 
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and that going over one "really sounds 
bad.'' He said all the roadmasters were 
out in hi-railers looking for more damage. 

About this time word passed thru the 
fatigued crowd that No. 7 was ''by'’ Con- 
nell, which meant a 30-40 min wait. At 
9:07 it was announced cn the depot P.A. 
system that No. 8 eastbound would arrive 
about 9:40pm. The positive aspect of the 
situation continued to be the grace and 
good nature of the Amtrak station emplo- 
yees, which helped smooth over ruffled 
feathers as they appeared. 

No. 7 rolled in at 9:15pm, pushing snow 
from Track 1 to the cleared depot platform 
with the locanotive pilot. The consist 
was engines 238 & 245, a BN heater car, 
ex-E unit heater car 673, and cars 2260 
"Placid Bay", 2662 "Silver Prairie", 
2677 "Silver Basin", 8045, dome 9812 
"Silver Chalet", 4552, dome 9467, dome 
9461, 4892, dome 9480, 1252, and 1118. 

About 30 passengers moved to the plat- 
form in a quest for seats. Direction was 
jacking, and when one passenger on board 
asked down a vestibule to the porter for 
directions to a seat, she received a curt 
reply; and moments later the porter turned 
aside to a friend and said: "I ain't takin' 
no s--t from no passengers !"' 

I was fortunate to board the rear coach, 
and found a most helpful and attentive 
porter who was taking very good care of 
his own passengers, much to my relief. 
After the baggage was worked, it was 
"all aboard" and moving west at 9:39pm, 
with guesses made by various passengers 
and crew as to what time we would arrive 
Seattle, which is a normal 6-hour run. 

Only moments after No. 7 was moving, 
the freezing rain which had been intermit- 
tent became noticeably heavier, and as 
we passed thru Kennewick the forward 
dome windows were covered with ice. I 
had hoped to see No. 8 eastbound either 
at Pasco or Kennewick, and noted at 
9:54pm that No. 8 was in the siding at 
Vista, in the Kennewick Highlands seven 
miles west of Pasco, where the two 
trains were carded in the employees 
timetable to meet at 1:22pm. Each train 
was thus 8hrs 32mins late! An unusual 
bit of symmetry for the Amtrak delay 
sheets, I thought, while estimating that 
No. 8 would reach Pasco about 10:15pm. 

At 10:02pm we stopped at Badger siding, 
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in the "desert" country in Badger Canyon, 
At 10:07pm we moved once again. It was 
difficult for some trainmen to ascertain 
the cause of delays, as the train radios 
they carried did not contain functioning 
batteries. 

As the train wound along the Yakima 
River west of Kiona, the strobe lights 
on the F40 lead locomotive became in- 
creasingly annoying; and seemed to indi- 
cate that strobe-light salesmen were now * 
as aggressive at Amtrak as the Lexan , 
salesmen once had been. The annoying , 
strobe lights (which are not shielded at 
the rear as they should be to keep the 
flashes from directly reaching passengers) 
represent to me a type of flatulency which 
goes in "big" for "thingy" devices--and 
usually at the expense of improvements 
of a more substantive nature. 

My thoughts wandered to the Budd 
stainless-steel dome car in which I was 
riding. There can be no question that 
the dome design is one of the finest ach- 
ievements of modern American industrial 
design. The cavalier treatment which the 
dome cars are receiving seems to typify 
the disease of bureaucracies when they 
become too detached from the ''field" in 
which they are operating. And I could 
not help but conclude, as | watched the 
train snake west, that each dome car re- 
tired is only another nail in the coffin of 
the present Amtrak administration. 

At 10:34pm we slowed for the new In- 
terstate 182 underpass being built east 
of Prosser WA.

$257 million. It was a good job. Mil- 
waukee alignment and curvature is so 
superior to other railroads that with 
good track Milwaukee schedules between 
Seattle and Chicago could not be match- 
ed. But Milwaukee never has had much 
business. In the early 1960s I would 
watch the lone daily westbound freight 
leave Othello with 35 cars. 

A friend once had asked a Milwaukee 
trainman a question about the "main 
line.'' The reply was prefaced by the 
salty reply: ''Main line! Don't call this 
a main line, sonny! This is the world's 
longest branch!" Others have called the 
Seattle route the 'Unsound Puget Exten- 
sion."" Track had remained good thru 
1960 when the OLYMPIAN HIAWATHA 
schedule required 70-80mph speeds. 
After that, maintenance eased up, but 
the low freight tonnage put little strain 
on the track plant. With the BN merger 
opening more sources of revenue in 1970, 
Milwaukee freight schedules increased to 
4-5 trains per day each way, and dest- 
ruction of the track began almost immed- 
iately. Now the track is in only fair to 
poor condition, and the old 57-hour 
"Thunderhawk" fast Seattle-Chicago 
freight schedules are 75 hours or more. 

Thus as we bumped and swayed a bit 
west of Easton, I hoped that all would be 
going well, and had been assured that it 
would by friends who claimed Milwaukee 
had taken better care of the track in the 
mountain districts than elsewhere. 

At 2:51am we reached Lake Keechelus, 
where the line hugs the south (west) shor 
of the lake, protected in several location!

At 3:04am we reached Hyak, near the 
east portal of the Snoqualmie Pass Tun- 
nel, where an eastbound freight was in 
the siding. At 3:11 we came to a halt; 
and at 3:15 moved forward again. I 
noted the monstrous red brick structure 
which once had served as the Milwauk- 
ee's Hyak substation. A crewman said 
the highway department plans to use the 
building for salt storage. At 3:18 we 
moved thru a tableau of snow to the east 
portal, with the boughs of many ever- 
greens surrounding us, weighted down 
to resemble so many pale feather-dust- 
ers, standing in the night like druids of 
old. And then, with a muffle of train 
noises, into the 11, 888-foot tunnel we 
went. The speed limit is 20mph. 

Milwaukee had a difficult time building 
the tunnel, and for a short time operated 
via the highway summit, about 450ft high- 
er in elevation, and 4-5 miles longer in 
route length. The tunnel seems some- 
what futile to me, as it connects with 
the "cliff-hanging" line for many miles 
west of the pass. The best cross-Cas- 
cades tunnel in Washington was unfort- 
unately not built. This was the proposed 
5-mile tunnel of Northern Pacific's in 
the 1920s under Stampede Pass. 

We emerged at Rockdale at the west 
portal at 3:27am and began dropping 
down the 1.74% grade toward Cedar 
Falls, 19 miles distant. The former 35 
mph speed limit for passenger trains 
has been cut to 25mph due to elimination 
of superelevation on curves. This was 
necessary because the new 100-ton grain 
cars were chewing up the lower (inner) 
rails on the curves very badly before the 
change was made. It is now better track 
but it is much slower for the passengers. 

Hundreds of feet below us, more 
stalled trucks and highway snowplows 
could be seen on I-90. At 3:40am we 
crossed the Hanson Creek Bridge which 
is some 365 feet above the creek and one 
of the many spectacular steel structures 
on the line. At 3:52am we were around 
"MeClellan's Butte", which is about the

halfway point on the line. This was only 
7 minutes after the BN crew, called for 
duty at 3:45pm in Spokane the previous 
afternoon, went ''dead" due to the Hours 
of Service law. Technically, the train 
was now fully in the hands of Milwaukee 
personnel. ‘ 

At 4:04am the lights of North Bend 
could be seen below in the distance. Due 
to warmer weather, the ice on the for- 
ward dome windows began to melt. At 
4:15am we stopped in Cedar Falls, wher 
a taxi from Seattle had brought a fresh 
BN crew to bring the train into Seattle, 
and to rescue the dead" crew from 
Spokane. Probably this extra expense 
will be borne by Amtrak, and will be 
reflected in the profit-&-loss statement 
for Nos. 7-8 in the coming year. 

It's raining heavily now, and at 5:06 
am we reach Maple Valley. This marks 
our return to BN track. The line be- 
tween Maple Valley and Seattle (Argo, 

3 miles south of the Seattle depot) is 
former Pacific Coast trackage, over 
which the Milwaukee has operated since 
1909 to reach the Puget Sound lowlands. 
The Pacific Coast was the fourth rail- 
road participating in the BN merger, 
having been owned by GN since the early 
1900s, but always retaining its separate 
corporate identity. (The SP&S was 
leased immediately after the BN merger 
for tax purposes and was not a party to 
the merger. ) 

BN has not maintained the ''Pacific 
Coast" track to its former standards 
either; and No. 7 bumped along this 
former 60-70mph track at a leisurely 
25mph. At 5:33am we entered Houser 
Way South, one of the main streets of 
downtown Renton, and moved leisurely 
along to Black River Junction, where a 
connection with the main high-speed BN 
tracks is possible. 

At 5:49am, some 49 minutes before 
our arrival in Seattle, the dome lights 
were turned on. When I asked the lady 
BN trainman why, and if she could turn 
them off, I received a somewhat lippy 
reply: "Federal regulations require 
that I turn the lights on.'' Obviously 
this is bad public relations, as passen- 
gers do not need 49 minutes to prepare 
to leave the train, especially when they 
are 10 1/2 hours late. The people wak- 
ing up were saying: "Only Renton? I 


could walk this fast from Spokane! Ne- 
ver again!'" 

At Black River Junction we did not 
cross over to the fast BN track, but 
rather proceeded up the 25mph Pacific 
Coast track, once electrified, where 
the steel center-tower catenary supports 
are still in place. Traffic whizzed by 
rapidly on parallel I-5. There is a cer- 
tain degree of confusion as to why these 
tracks have not been torn up, as 4 of the 
5 tracks in this zone are BN, and the 
two ex-Pacific Coast tracks do not seem 
necessary at all. 

We arrived at Argo at 6:14am and 


commenced to back thru the interlocking 
to the northbound BN main line--a 6-min 
process completed at 6:20. One train- 
man conjectured that the PC tracks are 
being used because BN brass are still 
shaking after a head-on collision be- 
tween two BN freights last Oct. 9 near 
Black River; and preferred not to expose 
the passenger train to a potential wreck 
caused by inattentive freight crews, who 
might be drinking or smoking pot on duty. 

For a brief few moments, No. 7 pick- 
ed up speed, and then slowed again near 
the coach yard prior to arrival. Along- 
side, equipment for eastbound No. 18, 
the NORTH COAST HIAWATHA, was 
being pulled from the yard to the depot. 
At 6:32am the long journey was over, 
and passengers began leaving the train, 
many saying "never again."' (We had 
been scheduled to arrive at 7:55pm the 
previous evening. ) 

Tacoma passengers had not been met 
by bus, and were being directed to the 
7:15am departure of the PIONEER. This 
is perhaps beneficial and 'failsafe'' for 
Amtrak, because on the previous day, 
passengers awaiting the connectiflg bus 
at East Auburn stood from 7:30am to 
1:30pm, patiently waiting, waiting, wait- 
ing, with no depot in which to sit, for 
their bus link to Renton to board No. 8.

THE HASWELL PLAN TO RESTRUCTURE THE AMTRAK SYSTEM 
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Amtrak Board of Directors nominee Anthony Haswell of Chicago--who of course 
was the noted founder of the National Association of Railroad Passengers--during 
the last few weeks has submitted to the Department of Transportation and Amtrak 
a strikingly radical plan for altering the Amtrak system map and the characteris- 
tics of much of its rail service. 

We are summarizing his plan here in an attempt to make available as much of 
the essence of his recommendations as possible in the space available, 

Haswell envisions his plan as being adopted in whole or in part under the Con- 
gressfonally-mandated study of the Amtrak system with an eye to economy that is 
to be completed by March 1 and sent to Congress. 

Initial reactions to the plan by rail supporters from various corners of the 
nation have been strong. Some have been violently opposed to plans which would 
eliminate train service in their parts of the country. Some have praised innova- 
tive, positive route alterations in some areas. Others have reacted negativel 
to some of Haswell's basic concepts which underly his proposals. Whatever one's 
reaction to it, the plan must be taken very seriously, coming from an influential 
and highly respected rail supporter who was heavily involved in the design of the 
or Ent Amtrak system and organization.

Haswell's "basic concepts" that underlie 
his planning are as follows: "First, the 
trains should be routed where the most people 
are and to the places where the most people 
want to go." "Second, less emphasis should 
be placed on overnight and long distance 
trains and more emphasis on short-toemedium 
distance day trains. Long distance trains 
have three drawbacks for serving intermed- 
iate points: arrival and departure tines 
are often in the middle of the night or are 
otherwise inconvenient; the longer distance 
a train operates, the more chance there {s 
for del 4 and hence the less dependable the 
service is; and long distance trains are in- 
herently expensive to operate because of the 
large amount of non-revenue space and on- 
board services labor necessary to attract 
long distance riders." "Third, long distance 
service that continues to be operated should 
be expanded and contracted in accordance with 
seasonal demand. The major market for long 
distance trains is tourists and vacationers, 


who travel west in the summer and south in 
the winter.® 


Besides these basic concepts, Haswell mentions two "basic premises" which in- 
fluence: his thinking: "Amtrak should make a reasonable effort to provide service 
to the major population centers of all the states, and second, problems which may 
arise concerning management and labor resistance to the use of combinatiogs of 
different rail lines, or of any ont rail line, should not be grounds for not 
selecting the route unless an alternative route will provide equal public bene- 


fits.

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COPING WITH THE THREAT TO THE MONTREALER 


An imaediate furor was raised in New England when Amtrak Board nominee Anthony 
Haswell's plan to discontinue the New York-Montreal MONTREALER became known, . 

Under the Haswel] plan, the overnight MONTREALER would be replaced by a day 
train thru the Connecticut River Valley that would run only to St, Albans, Ver- 
mont, just 111 miles short of its present Canadian end point. So great was the 
dismay in Vermont over the news of the plan that the state Governor and two- 
thirds of the state legislature agreed to withhold support of the nomination of ~~ 
Haswell to the Amtrak Board. The MONTREALER is the only Amtrak service in the 
state of Vermont, and as RIN readers know, was initiated after great efforts on 
the part of Vermont citizens, including present Amtrak Board member Joseph V, Mac 
Donald, who is a native of St, Albans. 

MacDonald, who has not been reappointed by President Carter to the Board, this 
wonth wrote a rebuttal to Haswell on his plan for the MONTREALER, Said Macbonald: 
"| am quite dismayed that such a prominent supporter of rail passenger service as 
Me. Haswell would sake a recommendation on so serious a matter without having 
seen ridership figures for passengers north of Springfield. These figures have 
been published since Oct 28, 1977. He is quoted (in the Burlington Free Press, 
Dec 25) as suggesting an end to the service based on total figures for the Wash 
ington-New York-Montreal run, These latter figures, of course, include the 
short-distance local Northeast Corridor traffic between Springfield and Washing. 
ton, and distort any comparison of the routes north of Springfield and Albany." 

The ridership of the MONTREALER should be examined, and compared with the 
ADIRONDACK and with other Amtrak trains, MacUonald stated: "The MONTREALER seg- 
nent north of Springfield in the 9 months Jan-Sep 1977 generated 88,000 passen- 
gers, traveling 33,928,000 miles for an average trip length of 388 miles, and an 
average contribution of 202 passenger wiles per train mile. (This compares with 
the N.E. Corridor average of 157 PM/TM, the Short Distance Routes average of 85 
PM/TM, the Long Distance Routes average of 146 PH/TM, and the System average of 
136 PH/TH, The BROADWAY LIMITED, to pick an example, generates 168 PM/TM)." 

The top Amtrak trains in teras of passenger miles per train mile are these, in 
descending order: NY-Philadelphia trains 315; COAST STARLIGHT 252; NY¥-Florida 
trains 274; MONTREALER 202; SOUTHWEST LIMITED 200. Thus the MONTREALER ranks 
among the top four in the system. (Figures for the first 9 months of 1977.) 

Comparing the MONTREALER with its parallel route, that of the ADIRONDACK, Mac- 
Donald pointed out that in the sane time period the ADIRONDACK generated 60,000 
passengers, traveling 16,245,000 miles, for an average trip length of 271 miles, 
and an average contribution of 123 passenger wiles per train mile. Ridership of 
the ADIRONDACK in that 9-month period increased 62% over the 1976 period by dint 
of prowotional roundtrips (one-way fare plus $1) and re-equipping of the train 
with brand new Turboliners. At the same time, the MONTREALER gained 6% in rider- 
ship without such market stimulation. HacQonald notes ironically that the pro- 
sotional advertising was even printed on the cover of the MONTREALER's dining 
me ds MacDonald 

oes MacDonald emphasize passenger miles per train mile? He says: "Thru 
the ito years of railroad operation, passenger niles generated per train mile - 
has been an important indicator of the strength of a train or route. It is a 
comaon denosinator, prtieging into focus the effects of the numbers of passengers, 
the atles they travel, and the train Roarating effort put forth to provide that 
transportation, A relatively high PH/TM ratio is evidence of a relatively heal- 
thy train; conversely, a low PM/TM ratio reveals a train that appears undernour- 
ished in teras of patronage, and calls for management attention to the possibil- 
ities of improving the underlying situation."

THE STARTUP DATE of Amtrak's sixth SAN DIEGAN--which is the Los Angeles County 
sponsored EL CAMINO "commuter" train that has been the subject of long dispute-- 
has been set for Feb 14, The first officfal run will leave San Diego at 5:45am 
that date; however, the equipment will be run to San Diego as SAN DIEGAN 772 on 
Feb 13, and the cars will be on display at L.A, station Feb 9 thru 11 and at San 
Diego the afternoon of Feb 13. The refurbished cars are, of course, an ex-CALIF- 
ORNTA ZEPHYR dome lounge observation, 5 coach Tounges and one buffet lounge. The 
shakedown run of the cars was reported in detail in RTN (Second November 1976)..... 

A NATIONAL TIMETABLE dated Jan 8 will appear, as reported earlier. Amtrak 
gaéd that distribution of the schedule would begin Jan 30..... THE EMPIRE BUILDER 
will be leaving Seattle earlier starting Mar 1--at 7am, to allow for extra tine 
needed on tha new Milwaukee Road re-routing. Tacoma passengers will be bused into 
Seattle instead of the present Renton, where there was a lack of waiting facilities.. 

THE WINTER WEATHER continues to create mammoth transportation problemas. The 
East Coast was hit by the heaviest snowfall in 9 years on Jan 20, and New. York 
City was virtually paralyzed. On that date a 4-car Conrail freight derailment 
occurred in the Baltiaore tunnel (the scene of previous derailments that knocked 
out Amtrak service) and Corridor operations were closed down south of there, with 
passengers bused from Baltimore to Washington, The closure was from Ban—2pa, 

The Long Island Rail Road closed down operations during the storm, but got the 
ratis cleared of the 18-inch snowfall as far as Penn Station the next day and be- 
gan sporadic operation. Many highways were completely blocked and vehicles 
stranded..... STATE OF EMERGENCY was declared in Ohio in the wake of a "killer® 
stora that began Jan 26, paralyzing the Midwest, the Great Lakes and the Chio 
Valley with winds up to 103mph and nearly two feet of snow that piled up drifts 
up to 12 feet high in some locations, Rain and high winds struck coastal areas 
as far south as Florida, and floods were reported faminent, O'Hare International 
Mirport in Chicago closed down for the third time in its history Jan 26. Amtrak 
trains crossing the hardest-hit areas were in many cases delayed or annulled. On 
the 268 the westbound BROADWAY was terminated at Canton OH and the LAKE SHORE at 
Buffalo NY. The eastbound BROADWAY and LAKE SHORE, the CARDINAL and the BLUE 
WATER were annulled, The northbound PANAMA LIMITED was scheduled to reach Chic- 
ago at 3:30pa, about 44 hrs late. Highway traffic was at a standstill in the 
affected area. The BROADWAY that was halted at Canton was backed to Pittsburgh. 
The westbound LAKE SHORE managed to get thru to Chicago. Short distance trains 
in the Chicago area were generally running. The FLORIDIAN that left Chicago on 
dan 25 became trapped in snowdrifts at Roachdale IN, 33 miles west of Indianapolis, 
in the wee hours of the 26%, The train, with 2 engines and 7 cars, encountered 
snow drifts as high as the locomotives, Rescue locomotives were sent from Louis- 
ville but could not free the train, which in a situation reminiscent of the CITY 
OF SAN FRANCISCO's plight in the Sierra in 1952, was found to be frozen to the 
rails. The rescue locomotives returned to Bainbridge IN, where sheriffs deputies 
boarded them and rode to the scene and hand-shoveled the snow away in order to 
free the 47 passengers, who were removed thru the locomotives. They had remained 
in one car which still had heat in it, and pi had sufficient food. The rescu- 
ers arrived at lam on the 278, at which time the passengers had been aboard the 
FLORIDIAN for 30 hours since leaving Chicago. The Jan 20-22 blizzard apparently 
caused 3 other Conrail freight derailments: one at Port Jervis NY on the former 
Erie Main Line occurred after the two Hoboken-Port Jervis commuter trains had 
passed; one at Homestead PA, near Pittsburgh, and a third near Mountain View NJ 
on the 22nd, on the Conrail Greenwood Lake»Boonton Line from Hobcken to Dover. 
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The derailed cars were cleared away in less than 24 hours, so the commuter trains 
of the 23rd were unaffected, In the same storm, Boston streets became impassable, 
and most commuters relied on public transportation..... 

IN MID-JANUARY, heavy rains were washing Northern California, finally ending the 
two year-long drought. The COAST STARLIGHT was disrupted or delayed on several oc- 
casions by rainfall and mudslides. Along the SAN DIEGAN line, pounding surf has 
washed out the beach to as close as 8 feet to the Santa Fe tracks near Del Mar..... 


CN'S SUPER CONTINENTAL was bucking a heavy snowstorm as it left Vancouver Jan 3, 
It was stopped at 6:30am the next morning when an axle on an engine broke, derail- 
ing the unit. The train was hauled over to CP Rail tracks to Kamloops to continue 
on its journey. Movement of the train took 23$ hours, however, because the snow 
hampered the movement of equipment. CN people called it the heaviest snowstorm in 
years in the area. About 100 were aboard the affected SUPER, British Columbia 
Railway was affected by the same storm. Late on Jan 4 a BCR Railiner was stalled 
by heavy snow about 95 miles north of Vancouver. By midnight a snow plow had 
helped the ROC to move to Lillooat, where the passengers were bused to Prince 
George. There were 25 aboard the Roc. At the same time, an RDC leaving Lillooet 
that night reached North Vancouver the morning of the 5Y, taking 12 hours for the 
regular S-hour run. The Trans-Canada Highway was blocked by les at various 
points in British Columbia..... nce 


THE NORTHBOUND FLORIDIAN derailed near Ellettsville IN the morning of Jan 15, 
All 8 cars of the train, at 40mph, derailed, and 15 of the 55 people aboard were 
injured, with only one of them admitted to a hospital, in satisfactory condition, 
Passengers were bused on to Chicago. The southbound train was delayed 4 hours by 
the derailment wreckage..... NORTHBOUND SILVER METEOR derailed its engine (#637) 
and baggage car (#1302) Jan 18 at 26" Avenue while leaving Miami. There were no 
injuries. It was delayed 24 hours and continued with a new engine. On the same 
day, in the same city, the SILVER STAR was being pulled back to the yard, and 3 
coaches derailed at 12" Avenue, No passengers were aboard and no rail blockage 
occurred.....
